THE TURK AND HIS PIPE 


Many an explanation has been 
put forth for the decay and down- 


fall of Greek civilization after 
five hundred years of ‘glorious 
development, achievement and ex- 
pansion. The moralists were fond 
of attribnting the degeneration to 
lack of Christian morals; but the 
fact was that Christianity, when 
adopted, failed to arrest the de- 
eay because the decay was too 
far advanced. Economists have 
attributed the sudden turn for the 
worse to the givin gout of the 
mines of precious metals and the 
absorption of the stocks of gold 
and silver by India, as India is 
absorbing and burying about one 
hundred million dollars worth of 
gold annually mow. 

But lately the pathologists have 
offered another and a better ex- 
planation. The decay of Hellen- 
ie civilization, they say, was due 
‘to the invasion of the malaria- 
inoculating mosquito. The men 
who made Athens the glory of the 
world had no malaria in their 
blood. But the mosquito from 
Keypt and the Euphrates, after 
first destroying the vitality of the 
Jand of the Pharaohs and of As- 
syria, extended its ravages to 
Greece. 

The pathologists are also of- 
fering an explanation for the in- 


efficiency of the Turks. The 
moralists have attributed it to 
polygamy and the other hateful 


doetrines of the Mohammedan 
faith. Economists have found the 
reason in the fatalism of the ori- 
ental which takes little thought 
of material progress. Now comes 
the man whose specialty is the 
test tube, the student of blood and 
bone and inuscle and tissue, who 
says that Turkey has degenerated 
because of the national habit of 
smoking tobacco, the depression 
eansed by excessive use of nar- 
cotics. 


Also it is conceded by the path- | 


ologist that the manner in which 
the Turk smokes has much, pos- 
sibly most, to do with his slug- 


gishness. Instead of smoking a 


short-stemmed pipe or cigar, he; -\ 
sits all day, cross-legged, smok- | 


ing his long-stemmed margile. He 
cannot smoke and work at the 
same time, so he sits with his pipe 
and thinks and dreams the days 
away in idleness, inhaling tobac- 
eo smoke. Thus from the vital 
force of four hundred years ago, 
he has dreamed and smoked him- 
self out of Europe.

SMITH GETTING 
UUT OF als 
TROUBLE 


Arrangements for the disposal of 
90 per cent of the ovtstanding 
bonds of the C. A. Smith Lumber 
company have been made, according 
to Fred B. Snyder of San Francisco, 
Smith’s attorney. The plan of re- 
lieving the indebtedness of Smith 
Es operates an immense “lumber 
! 


plant at Bay Point has progressed 
wonderfully well and the prospects 
are now that the entire matter will 
be settled within a short time. 
Word was received ‘by Snyder 
that one-half of a timber of 70,000 
acres had been sold in Oregon. One 
of the items of indebtedness was 
the mortgaged on a bond issue of 
$1,500,000 issued June 6, 1910. 
This has been reduced to $1,350,000 
and the purchasers of the tract have 
assumed this debt and paid in $200,- 
1000 additional, which will be used 
to settle the other obligations. 
Another feature of the liquidation 
committee’s work was the action of 
the bondholders in agreeing to take 
new bonds for issues both overdue 
and others maturing in July. There 
were $2,100,000 of collateral notes 
due in July, $600,000 which are ov- 
erdue. The holders of both the ma- 
tured paper and that coming due 
soon have exchanged the notes for 
new ones expiring in seven years. 
The $5,000,000 of first mortgage 
sinking fund 6 per cent bonds known 
as the Boole bonds, which fall due 
February 1, have all been called in, 
and the time has been extended to 
give the liquidating committee time 


to liquidate other of Mr. Smith’s 
holdings. 
Snyder said that at least ninety 


per cent of the outstanding bonds 
have been disposad of satisfactorily 
to both the bondholders and Smith’s 
representatives,
